New Income 
Tax System 
Begins Today 


By JOSEPH R. COYNE 


WASHINGTON (A1)—Grad- 


uated income tax withhold- 
ins—the 
first, 
in 
domestic 


history—becomes a part of 
Hie American way of life to- 
day. 


Uncle Sam generally will 


take a bigger bite from Amer- 
ican paychecks under the new 
system but it. won't change 
the amount of taxes owed 
for 1D6G—only the timo 
ofj 


collection. 


The whole idea is to bring 


ihe amount of money withheld 
from 
paychecks as 
income 


taxes closer to a person's 
actual tax bill. 


For lower-income families,

THE SYSTEM is part nf a 


tax bill signed by President 
Johnson on March 15 to raise 
Sfi billion through June 30, 
1067, to help finance the Viet 
Nam war..

porate-tax collections and sus- 
pension of some cuts in ex- 
cise taxes—already have gone 
into effect.

HERE'S AN example nf 


how the new system 
will 


work: 


For a married man with 


two children, the old amount 
of withholding was $20.50 on; 
weekly earnings of S200 if all 
four exemptions are claimed.. 
Under the new system $23.20 
will he withheld weekly. 


At present income taxes are 


withheld from paychecks at 
a uniform M% rale, taking 
into account only the amount 
of wages and number of ex- 
emptions. 


Under 
the 
new 
system, 


taxes will be withheld at six 
different rates—14. 15, 17, 20. 
25 and 30%—depending on 
salary and exemptions. 


IN ADDITION to total in- 


come and exemptions, the new 
withholding tables furnished 
employers by 
Ihe 
Internal 


Revenue Service will take in- 
to account the standard de- 
ductions and whether a per- 
son is married or single. 


That's why some taxpay- 


ers will have less money with- 
held from their weekly pay- 
checks. 


At this point, if a taxpayer 


has failed to notify his em- 
ployer that he's married—this 
should have been done by 
filling out a new W-4 exemp 
tion form—his taxes will be 
withheld at the single-person 
rate. 


He'll still gel the benefit of 


any exemptions he claimed 
on an earlier W--1 form but 
won't get the advantage of 
the split-income provision of 
tax law as part of his with- 
holding. 


This is the provision which 


permits married couples a 
lower lax rate than single 
persons. 


IN THE PAST, a married 


couple could take advantage 
of the provision only by filing 
a joint income tax return each 
year even if the wife had no 
income of her own. 


Now it can be done as part 


of the withholding system. 


The above example is based 


on the supposition that the 
taxpayer is withheld at the 
married-person rate. 
At the 


single-person rate his week- 
ly withholding would 
total 


$26.60 with four exemptions 
instead of $23.20.

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ON ALERT IN GERMANY 
Giant Electronic 
Brain Eyes Reds 


By WEBB TROUT 


BIRKENTELD,. Germany (DPI)—Buried deep 


under a hill in a heavily forested area near (his Ger- 
man village, a giant electronic brain maintains con- 
stant watch to the east for possible Communist at- 
tack. 


The S100 million installation, whose radar eyes 


and ears operate within a stone's throw of the Iron 
Curtain, is a vital key in Western Europe's defense. 


Fantastically complex, the computerized "brain" 


keeps round-the-clock, up-to-the-seconri tabs on all 
air activity alonp the line dividing East and West— 
Communist and free—Germany. 


Any hostile movement of East German or Rus- 


sian planes or missiles across the West German 
border would be seen immediately and U.S. Air 
Force or other NATO planes could he scrambled to 
intercept the enemy within seconds. 


EVEN FRENCH President Charles dp Gaulle is 


disinclined to pull out of the NATO command under 
which the warning apparatus operates. He is imped- 
ed to support its modernization during the next five 
years, even while withdrawing from other military 
aspects of NATO. 


The elaborate sky-scanning unit, known as the 


"412L air weapons control svstcm." strategically 
located in the 
center of NATO's first line of de- 


fense running north and south through Germany, is 
operated by the U.S. SRth Air Defense Division. 


Huge radar antennas turn constantly alonp the. 


Communist border at seven locations, identifying 
and tracking everything in the air and relaying the 
data to control center in a never-ending stream. 


At central control, Allied Sector 3 at Erbes- 


kopf near here, the radar signals become aircraft 
images moving across a massive plexiglass screen. 
Communist planes show up with Red crescents over 
them. 


The screen is similar !o the one at North Ameri- 


can Air Defense Command in Colorado Springs, but 
with one primary difference. This one is practically 
tucked up under the Communist curtain. 


THIS CLOSE to possible trouble, the tension 


shows. Alert.jno-nonscn.se security guards check and 
recheck the identity'lags and passes of everyone 
attempting to enter the underground nerve center. 


Once inside, the carefully-screened and rarely- 


admitted visitor passes thrnuph a series of tunnels 
and rooms humming with elements of the 4121, 
brain and finally stands in the big gallery dominated 
by the large screen. The room is filled with radar- 
computer consoles equipped with smaller scanners 
and a maze of switches and buttons. 


An atmosphere of excitement prevails as the 


computers hum, the lights flash and the drama un- 
folds. Several planes are moving across the screen, 
some edged in Communist red. 


Across the political border, a few hundred miles 


away, a MIG fighter plane rises from an East Ger- 
man air field, heading north and west. Just west 
of the border at Wasserkuppe, radar towers of the 
GIGth Aircraft Control and Warning Squadron pick- 
up the MIG. flash its image onto the F.rbeskopf 
screen. 


AN AMERICAN Air Force officer points a long, 


tubular instrument like a king-sized flashlight ni 
the image and pushes a button. Instantly, things be- 
gin happening. 


Beneath and to the left of the big screen, a 


smaller screen becomes illuminated and information 
about the MIG starts appearing—its identity, its 
speed, its altitude, where it is from and the direc- 
tion in which il is headed. 


Like a TV election board, the figures keep 


changing as the image moves across the screen 
ajnl beinme updated In within two seconds iif actual 
status. 


The MIG moved on up lo the south nir corridor 


into Berlin and started shadowing an American air- 
liner flying toward ihe divided city. 


"That's just a normal flight for the Reds," Ihe 


colonel said. "He may do some harassing but it's 
routine for the MIGS to stay about a quarter-mile 
behind our planes in the corridor. 


"This guy isn't going to cause any trouble, at 


least he's headed the other way and he's by himself. 
But you never know when they might gang up and 
head this way ready to start something. 


"If they ever do." he said, "we'll be the first 


lo know about it. And we'll be wailing for 'em."

THE CITY COUNCIL'S motion to 


consider calling an election of a board 
of freeholders to write a new charter 
could shake up Long Beach, but the 
chances are against it for the reason 
that such an election seems unlikely. 


This prognosis is based on council- 


manic attitudes in the fairly recent 
past. To put it mildly, these attitudes 
have not favored surrender of council- 
men's authority over the city gov- 
ernment. 


In April 1961 the council created a 


seven-member advisory charter re- 
vision committee with instructions to 
study the whole charter and recom- 
mend changes that seemed reasonable 
and necessary. Members of the com- 
mittee were 
three attorneys, 
two 


councilmen and representatives of the 
League of Women Voters and the 
P-TA. 


* * * 


ALTHOUGH SLOW in getting down 


to business, the group worked assid- 
uously for 18 months, putting in hun- 
dreds of hours. The result was some 
80 recommendations for c h a r t e r 
changes, none of them drastically al- 
tering the present system. Most of 
them merely proposed removing obso- 
lete language or correcting obvious 
conflicts. 


What happened thereafter was an 


anticlimax. The council junked about 
95% of the proposed amendments, put 
a handful on the ballot along with 
some of its own — and then quietly 
allowed the committee to die when its 
term expired in 1963. Thus ended one 
experiment in limited revision, under 
supervision of the council itself. 


A board of freeholders, if elected, 


would be responsible to the voters 
and not to the council. It might even 
devise a charter that would ease in- 


cumbent councilmen out of office. 
From a standpoint of the functioning 
of city government, the effect would 
be almost the equivalent of creating 
a new city. 


Among administrative officials the 


freeholder proposal has generated no 
enthusiasm whatever. They are ac-

cuslomed to working with the 1921 
edition charter (amended many times) 
and they generally believe its defects 
can be removed piecemeal without 
stirring a citywide conflict over a 
broad range of issues. 


City attorneys have looked askance 


on the idea for many years. The late 
Gerald Desmond, who held the office 
for 3y2 years until 1964, and some of 
his predecessors warned that legal 
disaster could follow the scrapping of 
a charter whose key sections had been 
adjudicated by high courts. 


The present city attorney, Leonard 


Putnam, is more reserved in his com- 
ment. He has observed, however, that 
any board of freeholders would have 
In be cognizant it was 
"dealing 


with a living entity—a city govern- 
ment now in being." 


On the other hand, there are re- 


sponsible persons who for widely 
varying reasons believe that a whole- 
sale rewrite job is necessary and that 
a board of freeholders is the best ap- 
proach. One of them is Atty. Marvin 
Tincher, co-chairman of the ill-fated 
19(51-63 advisory committee. 


"We have probably the poorest city 


charter in the state," says Tincher. 
"There are dedicated people willing 


to put in the time to improve it. If 
they 
are 
to 
function 
effectively, 


though, they will need professional 
help and a budget." 


He emphasized that the job of creat- 


ing a new charter "must be done not 
with a meat cleaver but with a 
scalpel." 


Whether the freeholders would take 


that approach would depend on their 
own inclinations, plus the sagacity of 
the voters in selecting a thoroughly 
qualified board. 


Once elected, the board could go 


into almost any kind of change con- 
sistent with the state constitution. It 
could, for example, propose the sub- 
stitution of the mayor-council system 
for the council-manager form of gov- 
ernment. Or it could add to the city 
manager's 
powers. Eventually the 


voters themselves would accept the 
whole package or reject it. 


* * 
•*• 


THE PROCEDURE for framing city 


charters is set out in Article II, Sec- 
tion 8 of the California Constitution. 


An election for choosing freeholders 


may be called by a two-thirds vote of 
the City Council. The board must 
consist of 15 members, all of whom 
have been electors of the city for at 
least five years. They are nominated 
in much the same manner as regular 
city officials. 


If an election is called, the voters 


may reject the whole idea by refusing 
to sanction the creation of a board. If 
a majority favors freeholders, the 15 
candidates receiving the highest num- 
ber of votes are elected. They have a 
year to frame a charter. 


Afterwards the council must pub- 


licize the proposed charter and call a 
second election on adopting or reject- 
ing it. And if it is approved by a ma- 
jority, the final step is ratification by 
the Legislature. 


As an alternative, the 
council 


may on its own motion draft a charter 
to its own liking, rather than turning 
the job over to an independent body. 
The procedure for adoptingft'iijch a 
charter is the same as for a proposal 
by freeholders. 


If there is actually strong sentiment 


for a board of freeholders, the, electors 
themselves need not rely on the coun- 
cil. An election must be called upon 
presentation of a petition sighed by 
15% of the registered voters. '" 


So far, the council's decision to 


refer 
the question to its charter 


amendment committee — all council- 
men—may be regarded as an election- 
season trial balloon. And if there is a 
substantial, organized movement for a 
freeholders' board — so far not dis- 
cernible—the balloon could be blown 
up out of the council's control.

Mother darned socks, patched clothes 
and mended dresses. Today's poor 
don't seem to do these sort of things. 
They want someone else to take care 
of them." 


Such a letter, written almost surely 


in sincerity, dismays because of its 
utter lack of comprehension of what 
poverty is in .1966 and where it is. 
Today's rural poor still manage a 
patch of garden. They can find wood 
in winter. They do have fresh air. 
They may even trap a rabbit or so 
(although Br'er Rabbit himself is dis- 
appearing) and have a few chickens 
and a pig. 


But today's poor are in the cities. 


The total of rural poor is a smaller 
percentage of the total. The poor in 
the cities are concentrated there. That 
they live frugally is undenied. That 
their clothing is old and patched is 
apparent. There is no place to make a 
garden or raise a pig. There is no lake 
or creek in which to fish when there 
is "nothing to do." There is only the 
street and the environment of the 
streets. 


But this is not the whole story of 


"poverty." At the recent National 
Dental Health Conference sponsored 
by the American Dental Association, 
Dr. Arthur Bushel, acting health com- 
missioner of New York City, was a 
speaker. Armed with statistics taken 
across a span of years, Dr. Bushel 
listed poverty as the possible third 
leading cause of death. 


"It is clear that poor health-disabil- 


ity is among the primary .causes of 
poverty, and, indeed, in New. York 
City wp sometimes are moved to 
point out that poverty is actually the 
third leading cause of death. 


+ + * 


"THE BASIS for this statement is 


that if we were able to aclu'eve for our 
low-income districts the same death 
rates which we observe in the high- 
income districts, the savings in human 
lives would be equivalent to eliminat- 
ing the third leading cause of death." 


There is no reason to dispute Dr. 


Bushel's conclusion. Poverty is a lead- 
ing cause of death. There is no one 
way to "get at" the problem of the 
very poor. Education of adults and the 
young and training in skills ignore the 
aged and handicapped. 


Employment opportunity is greater 


today than in the past several years. 
Yet we already see that employment 
still is not as generally opened to 
Negroes. Some sectors of the economy 
may do very well indeed and still not 
help Ihe farm laborer or the poorly 
educated teen-ager. Many of the poor 
work very hard and regularly. Yet 
their income is too low to take care 
of a large family. 


The poor certainly see doctors less 


than do persons with higher incomes. 
They usually arc wholly dependent on 
crowded, understaffed city hospitals. 
Difficulties of regular attendance as 
out-patients often are enormous. 


* • * • * • 


POOR DIETS, malnutrition, diseases 


that derive from inadequate diets, 
neglected tumors, r a s h e s , internal 
bleeding, constant headaches (indicat- 
ing brain tumors, eye problems, high 
blood pressure and other ills), hyper- 
tension and general lack of diagnostic 
attention, certainly make "poverty" a 
leading cause of death. 


Mental problems come largely from 


"the poor." This is especially true of 
schizophrenia. 


The facts are there. They cannot be 


rationalized away by talking of how 
in the old days churches took care of 
the poor (usually with a Christmas 
basket). "The village idiot" was a 
familiar sight in many towns not too 
many years ago. Today we are not 
quite that cruel. It is an interesting, 
but historic, phenomena that the poor 
are resented.

The Loyalty Oath 


THE SUPREME COURT deci- 


sion on1 the two Arizona teachers 
has caused many people to wonder 
what kind of loyalty oath-if any 
-should he given by public em- 
ployes. The teachers, a man and 
wife, refused to sign an amended 
section to the previous loyalty oath 
and were refused pay, although 
they continued to teach for the 
five years of litigation. It is esti- 
mated they are now entitled to 
over $60,000 of back pay, probably 
with interest added. 


* * * 


THE ORIGFNAL oath which 


they signed provided, "I do sol- 
emnly swear (or affirm) that I will 
support the Constitution of the 
United States and laws of the 
State of Arizona; that I will bear 
true faith and allegiance to the 
same and defend them against all 
enemies, foreign or domestic, and 
that I will discharge the duties of 
the office of teacher according to 


I he best of my ability, so help me 
God." 


Then in 1!)61 Arizona amended 


I he oath to make it unlawful for a 
person who had taken the original 
oath who then or later knowingly 
belonged to the Communist party 
or any other organization advocat- 
ing the overthrow of the state gov- 
ernment to hold public office. It 
was this amendment the couple re- 
fused to sign and the reason for 
the case going to the Supreme 
Court. 


+ * * 


THE MAJORITY court opin- 


ion, 5 to 4, ruled that a person 
could belong to such an organiza- 
tion without taking part 'in un- 
lawful acts. It said such a person 
would then be judged to be guilty 
by association. 
Justice Douglas 


said, "One who subscribes to this 
Arizona oath and who is, or there- 
after, becomes a known member 


of an organization which has as 
one of its purposes the violent 
overthrow of the government is 
subject to immediate discharge 
and criminal penalties." ' 


H raises a lot of questions. II 


raises the question of how persons 
can pay dues to such an organiza- 
tion and not be supporting its un- 
lawful purposes. They may not ap- 
prove of "violent overthrow of the 
government or o t h e r unlawful 
acts." If that is true then why are 
they members of such an organiza- 
tion? Many of us belong to organi- 
zations which have programs with 
which we disagree. But if they are 
unlawful programs how can we 
justify our membership? 


* * * 


IT IS A FINE point which will 


cloud the validity of loyalty oaths 
in all states. We have reached a 
point where they are criticized by 
left-wing groups in most areas. 
The California Democratic Council 
(CDC) calls for abolition of the 
loyalty oath. They cry out for free 
speech and the right to join any or- 
ganization they wish regardless of 
its loyalty to the United States. H 
is understandable that some indi- 
viduals join organizations without 
knowing their purposes and later 
resign when they find them sub- 
versive and unlawful. But the Ari- 
zona oath refers to present or sub- 
sequent membership. 


In my opinion anyone refusing 


to take a loyalty oath including 
restrictions of membership in the 
Communist party is not a proper 
public employe. Btit the five-man 
majority on the court headed by 
Chief Justice Earl Warren does not 
agree. So one more principle of 
loyalty, like children's prayers in 
schols, is discouraged.—L.A.C.

State of the Union Message promised: 
"I will submit legislation to revise the 
present 
unrealistic restrictions on 


campaign contributions — to prohibit 
the. endless proliferation of commit- 
tees, bring local and stale committees 
under the act—to attach strong teeth 
and severe penalties. . . ." 


When Lyndon was a senator from 


Texas, he was urged by the late Philip 
Graham, publisher of the Washington 
Post, to do exactly this in 1956. That 
same year, the late Sen. Tom Hen- 
nings of Missouri introduced legisla- 
tion to reform the Corrupt Practices 
Act and so did the late Sen. Richard 
Neuberger of Oregon.

BIGGEST ITEM in any candidate's 


campaign budget is television. Both 
political parties pay through the teeth 
for TV spi'.ci?, but unless they do they 
may lose the election. This puts a 
premium both on money and on the 
stage manner of the candidate. 


The importance of television—and 


iis unfairness — were illustrated in 
Washington State in 1064 when an 


unknown preacher opposed 
veteran 


Sen. Warren Magnuson and almost 
beat him. Magnuson came to Congress 
the same year that Lyndon Johnson 
was elected—1938. He has done more 
for the state of Washington than any 
other legislator in its entire history. 
But because Magnuson is not an actor 
and because he has an ampler waist- 
line than his Republican opponent, the 
unknown preacher almost licked him. 


Magnuson is now chairman of the 


Senate Commerce Committee, with 
power to initiate legislation requiring 
'.he networks and individual stations 
to give TV time in restricted amounts 
to all candidates on a nonpartisan 
basis. Since the air waves belong to 
the people of the United States and 
since some of the big TV stations are 
making as much as 40% profit, it 
would not seem unfair to pass a law 
requiring free TV time for the candi- 
dates, but simultaneously restricting 
tiie time so neither side can get ahead 
by spending more money.

THE PUBLIC doesn't know it, but 


Minnesota congressmen have been ap- 
plying the knife to legislation protect- 
ing dogs used for vivisection and 
laboratory tests. 


Rep. W. R. Poage, D-Tex., intro- 


duced 
an 
excellent 
bill 
requiring 


laboratories and dealers who handle 
dogs for medical purposes to keep 
them in decent cages and give I hem 
humane treatment. 


Supplying dogs to laboratories has 


become more of an industry than mnsl 
people realize. Mike Kredowski of 
Friedensburg. Pa., who operates the 
Lone Trail Kennels, says he sells 
60,000 dogs a year to laboratories. 


Kredowski operates humane ken- 


nels and takes good care of his dogs. 
But some of the supplying shippers 
and laboratories do not. One shipper 
had 130 dogs packed into one truck. 
Many dogs frequently die in labora- 
tories before they can be used for 
medical purposes. 


Despite these facts, three Minnesota 


congressmen and one Minnesota sen- 
ator have quietly meat-axed one of the 
most important sections out of Poage's 
bill. Reps. Albert Quie. Ancher Nelson, 
and Alec Olson (D), all of Minnesota, 
succeeded in deleting the word "lab- 
oratories" from the bill. 


And in the Senale, Walter Mondale, 


a liberal Democratic senator, strangely 
sided with them. He has not yet suc- 
ceeded in Inking "laboratories" out of 
ihe Senate bill, but he has been trying. 


EDITOR'S NOTE: We must disagree 


with you. The United States is en- 
gaged in a lawful conflict resulting 
from moral commitments made long 
ago. The United States by policy and 
tradition has never committed war 
crimes. When individual soldiers have 
committed crimes, their punishment, 
if caught, has been swift and often 
very harsh. Nor did the United States 
try and punish honorable German 
soldiers. The Nuremberg trials were 
for the monsters who conducted such 
institutions as Auschwitz and Bclsen. 
It was held—although some lawyers 
disagree—that certain crimes arc so 
unspeakable that they must be pun- 
ished by all humanity. Of course, any 
citizen is free to resist the law of this 
or any other land on moral grounds— 
but he must be prepared to take the 
consequences.

ARECIBO, PUERTO RICO — High 


in the mountains of the Rio Abaja, up 
a corkscrew road from Arecibo, 177 
Peace Corps trainees are hard at work 
just now. They have their sunburned 
nances to the grindstone and their 
young hombros to the wheel. When 
they do calisthenics at 6 o'clock in the 
morning, to the wake-'em-up racket 
of a calypso record, they count it out, 
uno, dos, tres. And they go like mad 
all day. 


The 177 are the survivors of 204 


trainees who came here e a r l y in 
March. About 75 of them have stuck 
it out at Camp Crozier, studying for 
assignment 
in June to Colombia, 


Ecuador and Venezuela. The rest are 
at Camp Radley, three perilous miles 
up the road, trying to qualify for as- 
signment to Costa Rica, Peru, and 
the Dominican Republic. 


* * * 


MOST OF TIIE TRAINEES are fresh 


from academic groves. Life in the 
rainforests of Puerto Rico came as 
something of a shock. In the rainy 
season, which is most of the time, it 
often drizzles and it sometimes pours, 
but there are long interludes when 
the sun sizzles in a brilliant Caribbean 
sky. The combination l e a v e s the 
trainees as s'oggy as so many wet 
towels at a Hi-Y camp, but they per- 
severe. Uno, dos, tres, and they will 
learn Spanish yet. 


The groups now in training are 


typical of the nearly 13,000 Peace 
Corps volunteers now serving in the 
field. They have a high intelligence, 
a lively curiosity about the world, and 
in many cases an almost mystical 
idealism. They are, as it is said, not 
booky people, or money people, but 
"people people." If it is too much to 
say that they are ashamed of Ameri- 
can wealth, they at least are not proud 
of it. They feel injustice like a stain. 
They know enough of the world's 
poor to identify compassionately with 
them; and they are ready to give up 
almost three years of their own lives, 
at barely nominal pay, to serve their 
country and mankind.

ALMOST ALL of the 177 trainees 


are in their early twenties, though one 


couple are in their late fifties. Eleven 
other married couples are on hand, 
all of them young and hand-holding, 
along with 11 single women and 124

young men. Most of them are college 
graduates; some have had graduate 
work, and some have served in the 
army or navy. Inevitably, two or three 
of them are brat - radical, eager to 
arouse the Gauls to any Caesar they 
encounter; these are tolerated as the 
"Berkeley types," with a good deal to 
learn. The rest are pretty nice. 


All of them were forewarned, long 


before they came here, that they could 
expect a hard life in training in order 
to equip them for a hard life in the 
field. The plumbing is somewhere be- 
tween rudimentary and downright 
primitive; the water taps run relent- 
lessly cold; and the daily program 
keeps the trainees going till midnight. 


Except for instruction in Spanish, 


four hours a day, six days a week, the 
training program theoretically is left 
up 
to the volunteers themselves. 


E v e r y t h i n g is "unstructured," by 
which it is meant that the trainees 
are expected to work up their own 
programs and carry them out. 


In plain fact, there is little time for 


gobbledygook or theory-spinning. At 
the end of their third week, the 
trainees are dropped off, one by one, 
for three days of being on their own 
in the Puerto Rican countryside. They 
are compelled to struggle along on 
whatever Spanish they can muster, 
living wherever they can find a Puerto 
Rican family to take them in. They 
return to these same communities on 
three additional weekends, and wind 
up with three full weeks in village 
work.

The DFG also noted that arrests of persons fishing 


without licenses will go up sliarply this month and con- 
tinue through the summer and fall. Department men said 
(hat they arrested 443 persons in Southern California in 
March for that violation, which has never ceased to be 
the No. 1 offense, month after month. 


Anglers have been cautioned to obtain their licenses 


before leaving Iheir home cities. Up here, in the Inyo- 
Mono area, sporting goods stores frequently run out of 
licenses as the anglers swarm into the hundreds of lakes 
and streams.

Paving the way for another effort to boost steel 


prices, Edmund F. Martin, Bethlehem's chairman and 
chief executive officer, reported to stockholders last week 
of spiralling costs and decreased earnings. 


Net income for the big steel firm fo rthe first quarter 


of I960 was $36.682,000, compared to $4-1,132,000 for the 
corresponding period of 19C5.

Modern methods make many 
manuscripts for medolic music

From the music building at Long Beach State 


College come .sounds not heard since the 16th century. 


A 12-niece orchestra, a choral group, a soprano, 


two cellists, a harpsichordist and a bassoonist arc re- 
hearsing a concert to be performed next Wednesday, 
$ p.m., in the college recital hall. 


Compositions arc from the Frank V. de Dellis 


colection of music manuscripts of the 16th to 18th 
centuries, now on display at the college art gallery. 


Before the melodies could be given life, they 


had to be transcribed, for the old method of notation 
differs sharply from the modern system. 


THIS PROJECT has engrossed 
Dr. Robert E. 


Tyndall, professor of music at LBSC and president- 
elect of Long Beach Symphony Association. 


With a research grant from the LBSC college 


foundation, Tyndall began work in April, 1965, going f re- 
tjuently to San Francisco to make microfilms of the 
manuscripts housed permanently at San Francisco 
State College. 
f 
He was aided by his wife, Jean, the soprano who 


will sing Wednesday and who is head of the choral 
music department at Huntlngton Beach High School. 
; 
"Her school choral groups will make use of the 


hiusic later," said Tyndall, "thus fulfilling one of Mr. 
clc Bellis's fondest dreams—that of making his col- 
lection available to young people." 


THE COLLECTION in its entirety includes thou- 


sands of books, recordings and scores, plus early mu- 
sical instruments and some drawings. 


All are of Italian origin. 


"All Italian music is tuneful, melodic." pointed 


New discs are added 


out Tyndall, who will play a sonata for bassoon writ- 
ten in 1750 by Bernardo Lorenzitti. 


"The I t a l i a n influence on music—this great 


melodic gift--- permeated all Europe. I like to think 
contemporary composers carry on the same founda- 
tions and concepts of music. Modern work, performed 
by more instruments, is bigger and longer, hut it is a 
difference in degree, not kind." 


Tyndall has composed two bassoon sonatas. "I 


write for tho same reason man}' of the early Italians 
composed—to increase the literature for a particular 
instrument." 


Other soloists for the LBSC c o n c e r t will be 


Barbara Hunter and Eileen Strang, cellists, and Irvin 
Kimber, harpsichordist. Robert McCandlcss will di- 
rect the Chambler Singers and Tyndall the orchestra. 


"WE ARE using instruments for which the music 


was written originally. 


"We ain't even duplicate those developed in Italy 


—the Stradivarius violin, for instance—much less im- 
prove on them. 'Hie harpsichord and cello are un- 
changed, the bassoon is basically the same and, of 
course, the human voice remains the human voice." 


Improvisation was an integral part of the early 


music scores. Tyndall has written in parts as he be- 
ieves the composer would have improvised. 


"This doesn't limit the performer. It m e r e l y 


makes available a score if he doesn't w a n t to, or 
can't, improvise." he explained. 


The transcribed scores will be added to LBSC's 


collection and also will become a part of the de Bellis 
collection. 


Tyndall hopes to have the scores published. 
"Mr. de Bellis wants the music to be known and 


played. He doesn't want it to be thought of as musty, 
quaint calligraphy."

J^ FEW DAYS AGO AN epoch ended quietly, almost 


unnoticed; a major milestone was passed in 


Southern Californiuns' race to get from here to there 
by the shortest route in the quickest time. 


On a cloudy-bright morning on the western edge 


of Garden Grove a symbolic cable was snipped and a 
bottleneck was broken; roadblocks were cleared away 
and traffic began to flow uninterrupted along the 
dozen miles of the Garden Grove Freeway. 


With the two-mile-long link fitted Into the free- 


way system, it marked the demise of the final stop 
light along the express routes that reach out both 
north and south from Long Beach; it meant that a 
traveler could head from Long Beach to the suburbs 
of San Diego or far into the San Joaquin Valley with- 
out encountering a traffic light. 


It doesn't take an oldtirner to the Southland to 


remember when it was tantamount to a safari for a

Long Beach resident to travel to Wilshire Blvd. and 
back, to recall when it was nearly impossible to go 
to San Diego on. a summer weekend. 


But the maturity of the Southern California free- 


way system has, for all the new problems that it might 
create, solved some old ones and kept the region 
from strangling in traffic tieups. 


The system, which has an early-1980's target 


date for completion, is moro than one-third completed. 
This summer when the San Gabriel River Freeway, 
which has its terminus in East Long Beach, Is opened 
there will be 500 miles of freeways In use in the Los 
Angeles-Orange-Ventura counties district. 


The master plan of the highwaymen Is to Inter- 


lace freeways about eveiy four miles across the 
metropolitan Long Beach-Los Angeles area to accom- 
modate the 17 million vehicles on our streets by the 
'80's. There are approximately sis million vehicles 
In Southern California today. 


"The metropolitan Los Angeles freeway network 


is the best urban system in the world and It Is carry- 


ing gigantic traffic volumes faster than ever before," 
says State Highway (chief) engineer J. C. Womack. 


The four-level downtown Los Angeles interchange 


handles 343,000 vehicles each business day. The 
busiest roadway In the world is the Harbor Freeway 
from downtown Los Angeles to San Pedro. It's aver- 
age daily traffic load is 190,000. The Santa Ana Free- 
way as it feeds autos to the Long Beach Freeway 
and on to Orange County is a close second. 


While the freeways have unclogged streets, the 


Automobile Club of Southern California points out 
that the high-speed travel has saved motorists un- 
counted dollars. By estimate of the Auto Club the 
saving amounted to about one-half billion dollars per 
year for several recent years. The explanation Is that 
operating costs are lower for freeway users and acci- 
dent repairs are fewer. The estimate also says that 
freeway users save driving time worth $250 million 
a year. 


BUT THE HIGHWAY safety engineers point to 


the saving in lives that has been credited to freeways. 
As a rale of thumb, it is claimed that for every mile 
of freeway added to the Southern California metro- 
politan system, one additional life Is saved each year. 
By that calculation, there are 35 Southern Californians 
alive today somewhere out there in that maze of ex- 
haust fumes who owe their existence to freeways 
built in 1965. 


It Is estimated that the 41,000-mile Interstate 


highway system under construction now, scheduled 
for completion in the '80's, will save 9,000 lives an- 
nually, about one-quarter of the total annual auto 
fatalities. 


Statistics show that It Is three to four times 


safer to travel on freeways than on conventional high- 
ways. 


The freeway builders have no argument with those 


who call for a rapid transit system. They have a 
devastating answer, though. "We're here and they're 
not," said one highwayman. 


The opposite situation seems to be taking shape 


in San Francisco, where a transbay rapid transit sys- 
tem Is In production but where protest groups success- 
fully balked two freeways that would have relieved a 
mushrooming traffic problem. 


. San Francisco now is left with three elevated 


sections of freeways that go nowhere and the best 
guess today is that they never will. The action or 
politicians there a month ago has terminated a seven- 
year battle to unclog San Francisco's downtown streets 
(the mayor there said "They'll probably build a free- 
way to the moon before we get one") and the action 
cost the Southern California area more than $100 mil- 
lion in federal funds. 


When San Francisco roadblocked its portion of 


the interstate highway system the federal government 
withdrew $235 million that had been earmarked for 
California freeways. 


San Francisco's successful battle has given ths 


anti forces in the quiet La Canada valley renewed 
hope in their three-year fight to turn back the free- 
way builders. A final hearing is scheduled this month 
in the case that could chop another chunk out of tha 
interstate system and lop more millions from Cali- 
fornia's federal appropriation. 


The La Canada case could wreak havoc to th» 


Southland's overall freeway project. 


A FOURTH EXPRESSWAY for Long Beach, 


known as the Pacific Coast Freeway or crosstown 
freeway, has been on the planning boards for years 
hut was held up by objections to the exact route. But 
a route has been adopted and construction is expected 
to begin somewhere in the distant future. Guesses 
can pin It down only to "five to 10 years." 


The east-west route runs generally between 8th 


and 10th streets, meeting with the Garden Grove 
Freeway at 7th Street and the Los Cerritos Channel 
in east Long Beach. 


An up-to-date report on Long Beach's freeway-ln- 


the-future is included in today's issue of Southland. 


The mere mention of the word freeway extracts 


a rainbow of reaction from Southern Californians, but 
whatever their points of view, both sides of the subject 
and those in the middle agree that freeways have had 
not only a profound influence on our lives, they have 
reshaped them and made them fit into that patch- 
work pattern of criss-crossing speedways that will 
get you from here to there quicker than ever before.

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THE URBAN NIGHTMARE 


Our Gigantic 
Involvement in 
a Most Inefficient 
Mode of Travel 


By Bill Duncan 


^RAVELING Ihe freeway from his home In Orange to 


Long Beach Stale College where he teaches architec- 


ture, Prof. Arthur Gallion mused: 


"There is an average of 1% persons In each of the 


cars on this freeway stretching out for miles between 
urban areas. One person takes up 5 square feet of space. 
One automobile, standing still, takes up 175 square feet 
of space — more than 25 limes as much as an individual." 


To the college professor who has spent a lifetime 


planning the orderly use of space, this formula for trans- 
portation la "ludicrous." 


Tho automobile, both In size and number, uses two- 


thirds of the space in Southern California cities where it 
has become a goddess to a mobile society, he asserts. The 
space claimed by automobiles include streets, alleys, free- 
ways, parking lots, garages, carports and anywhere else 
the four-wheeled goddess chooses to roll or park. 


PROF. GALLION is a scholarly critic of the freeway 


mania that is gripping not only California, he says, but 
the "entire world. Look at Europe and now even Japan. 
All major cities of the world are building criss-crossing 
freeway systems to keep up with the increasing number 
of automobiles. We are not solving the problem, we are 
compounding it." 


The Long Beach college professor has written a 


learned textbook, "The Urban Pattern," in which he tells 
how "we got caught in this spider web of concrete, asphalt, 
steel, on ramps, off ramps, bridges and overheads — the 
urban trap created by an overabundance of automobiles. 


Building freeways, he says, Is a never-ending process. 


"We'll never have enough if we continue to depend on 
the automobile for transportation, no matter how many 
we build," he predicts. 


HIS TEXTBOOK is used by 32 colleges and universi- 


ties in the United States and in Latin America and India. 
Until recently he was dean of architecture at University 
of Southern California and before this assignment he was 
a consultant on architecture for the federal government 
with the principal assignment of planning cities. 


His Interest in freeways is purely architectural in na- 


blind acceptance of an inefficient system of travel. A 
necessary evil, it would seem, but definitely an evil. 


"Wo build freeways because we have a mode of travel 


that Is most inefficient—ihe automobile. Wo are pre- 
occupied these days with efficiency, yet the automobile 
industry, which is tooled for mass production and automa- 
tion as part of the efficiency scramble In the United 
States, turns out as an end product the most inefficient 
machine of them all," he argues. "We started with the 
carriage which was one horse powered and could do a 
maximum speed of 12 miles an hour. Today, we have a 
150-horsepowered automobile that Is choked'down to an 
average speed of 37 miles an hour because of traffic jams." 


TO ARCHITECT Gallion, this inequity between the 


potential speed and the practical speed at which the auto- 
mobile must travel because of congestion, makes It a 
totally inadequate vehicle for the needs of modern cities. 


"In order to resolve the predicament created by this 


curious set of facts which we face in moving from one 
place to another, we built freeways," lie says. 


His conclusion: "They will never work." 
However, he admits that freeways In Southern Cali- 


fornia have done a remarkable job of moving traffic con- 
sidering the number of automobiles on the roadways today. 


But to Gallion Ihe whole plan is "an impossible situa- 


tion. There is no solution in sight and it has to get worse 
instead of better." 


The construction and design of freeways In California 


are the best in the world, he says. The freeways are hand- 


some places and even beautify Ihe city with their widr 
stretches of smooth pavement and broad rights of way 
flanked by lush landscaping. "They have given an exciting 
new dimension both to Ihe metropolitan and urban areas " 
hi! concludes. 
' 


"THIS IS THE age of genius and we must find a bet- 


ter way to move people to and from cities. It has to be a 
system of mass transit, rapid transit or any other nama 
you care to give it. I believe it will have to be an overhead 
rail method. At least [ hope we would not bore under- 
ground for a subway system. I should think we've out- 
grown the era of the mole." 


Before such a rapid transit method can becomo a 


reality, he believes, Southern California must "grow up " 
The area is spread too thin, Gallion comments. "We still 
have a semi-rural environment and the density of living 
space must be increased." 


"Whnt created the need for bigger and better free- 


ways in the first place," the professor acknowledges, "I* 
that people keep moving further and further away from 
the metropolis and their places of employment." 


• 
NO MATTER what happens in Ihe future city, he ex- 


plains, freeways are here to 
slay. "We'll need those we 
have already and perhaps 
even larger and better ones, 
but freeways are not a prac- 
tical solution to movement 
of people and goods in a big 
modern city." 


Can we solve the traffic 


jnm? 


"Of course we can," he as- 


serts. 
"Haven't we solved 


every other major problem 
of big cities—sanitation, wa- 
ter, power? We are a nation 
of geniuses, but we'll never 
s o l v e the transportation 
problem as long as we figure 
automobiles as 
the chief 


mode of travel." 


If we try, Gallion says, 


we'll choke in our own plan- 
ning—on the freeway to no- 
where.

The 'Crosstown' Freeway 


Has a High Priority 


By George Weeks 


'JTHOUGH THE Pacific Coast Freeway, 


which will cross Long Beach In an 


east-west direction, has been given a high 
priority by the stale for rapid progress, the 
start of construction is five to six years 
away, according to official estimates. 


The latest scheduling was disclosed by 


Edward T. Telford, district engineer for the 
state highway division, who said the whole 
7.3-mile reach will 
]>e completed within 


three years after the firsl contract Is let, 
unless financing goes awry. 


Detailed design is already in progress, 


Telford 
reported, and will be advanced 


"within a year or two" to the point of 
enabling state agents to start large-scale 
acquistion of right of way. 


Meanwhile the highway division Is con- 


tinuing to acquire "hardship" properties- 
small segments of the right of way whose 
owners will be suhjocled to financial dis- 
tress if they must wait for the more mas- 
sive purchases. 


STATE PLANNING calls generally for 


east-to-west progress in the construction, In 
an effort to relieve expected congestion 
generated by the scheduled completion this 
summer of additional sections of the San 
Diego Freeway in Orange County. 


This priority coincides with suggestions 


of the Chamber of Commerce. But it means 
that the construction is likely to start first 
in the area of greatest dispute when tha 


M»y. I. J9i6 


freeway issue was aired before Ihe Citj 
Council. The Alamitos Heights Improve- 
ment Association took strong exception to 
tha freeway routing through the Recrea- 
tion Park-Rainbow Lagoon-Marino Stadium 
complex. 


State officials said they consider the 


freeway question settled when the City 
Council, after a long and bitter hearing 
Feb. 15, approved a city-street agreement 
for street closings. City technical staffs, on 
the strength of that vote, are working with 
stale engineers to resolve details of design. 


THE CROSS-TOWN 
route, 
requiring 


right of way with a minimum width of 200 
feet from east to west city boundaries and 
beyond, was the first of the great freeways' 
to he hotly contested in Long Beach. 


The growing trend toward objection fol- 


lowed generally a statewide pattern, but 
in Long Beach Ihe simwdown stage never 
eventuated in outright official opposition 
as in San l-'naicisco and some oilier coastal 
cities. 


Unofficial estimates are that il will cost 


a minimum of $65 million in state money 
to build the freeway through Long Beacfi.

But the men reported in The Lan- 


cet study had a sex chromosome pat- 
tern of XYY Instead of XY. 


Studied in Scottish mental hospi- 


tals were nine long-lime patienls, all 
XYYs. Six were 6 feet tall or taller, 
and all nine had criminal records. 
Eight were mentally retarded, and one 
was 
schizophrenic 
(severely dis- 


turbed). 


USE OF ANTIBIOTICS, particu- 


larly telracyclines, may lead lo de- 
velopment of a black tongue, reports 
a doctor in the periodical Consultant. 


Black tongue results from over- 


growth of pigment-producing molds 
and fungi. Antibiotics are believed to 
suppress micro-organisms that nor- 
mally inhibit the growth of fungi and 
molds. Although a black tongue Is 
eslhelically objectionable, its appear- 
ance does nol require wilhdraw.il of 
anlibiolic treatment. 


A MYSTERIOUS infectious dis- 


ease Is being reported in Japan. Some 
victims are left paralyzed, some blind. 
First reported In 1.059, the disease has 
so far affected about 800 persons. 


At the outset the victim complains 


of stomach pains and diarrhea, which 
last -three days lo one week. Then 
comes numbness of Ibe Iocs. Paralysis 
ascends from the feet, sometimes af- 
fecting the trunk and occasionally 
causing blindness or death.

THE CASE OF RICHARD SORGE. By F. W. Deakin 


and G. R. Stony. Harper & Row, $6. 


The classic spy operates under an obscure cover oc- 


cupation, a furtive, lonely dealer in vital bits of informa- 
tion. The movie spy shoots his way past barred doors and 
blows open'safes to get secret documents. 


But Richard Sorge, the German master of deception 


who was hanged in Japan In 1944 as head of a Communist 
spy ring for Russia, moved openly, graciously as a celebrat- 
ed journalist on Far Eastern affairs, welcomed in the Ger- 
man embassy, a confidente of the ambassador. He even 
Joined the Nazi party. 


The authors, British war experts now on the Oxford 


faculty, have done a thoroughly difficult job of turning up 
the facts of Sorge's many-cloaked career. And they have 
compiled a well documented reference textbook, rather 
than an exciting biography, although Sorge's bouts with 
the bottle and his marital and extra-marital liaisons add a 
dramatic touch.

A Big Year

SCHEDULED simultaneously, the Centennial of 
*~ 
Confederation and the officially sanctioned World 


Fair at Montreal, the year of 1967 will be important 
for Canadians in general and for collectors of Ca- 
nadian coins in particular. 


The entire 19G7 issue of Canadian coins will have 


new reverses, thus making it a new type coin. A gold 
piece will also he issued, and both should be highly 
desirable. 


There is no doubt that many medals and tokens 


of all sizes and metals will be issued for this 100th 
anniversary, which might even prove to be an oppor- 
tunity for coin clubs and organizations to have their 
own special commemorative issues. 


The World's Fair itself has plans for its own 


medals, and will provide a desired item for the col- 
lectors of this material. 


IT IS HOPED that the U. S. government will al- 


low ths collector the privilege of purchasing one of 
the planned gold pieces, as this will be a commemora- 
tive issue worthy of a place in any collection. From 
past experience, you may expect very nice coins as to 
striking and engraving. 


Canada is also in the news with the most traded 


coins In the world today—the 1965 Canadian silver 
dollar and its four varieties. 


The so-called Type Four with the large bead ob- 


verse and the pointed 5 reverse, has been steadily ris- 
ing in value and has been in great demand by both 
dealers and collectors alike; orders are going to Can- 
ada from all areas of the United States, as well as 
many foreign countries. 


Rumors of low mintage are behind the frenzied 


activity in this series. 


AN ELONGATED coin Is a piece of money which 


lias been squeezed between two steel rollers on which 
an additional design might have been engraved. The 
strong pressure between the two rollers squeezes the 
coin into an oval piece of thin metal on which the new 
design is transferred. Or, a regular issue might be 
altered in shape only. 


I believe the first elongated coins were used at 


the 1893 Columbian Exposition, where they were ex- 
tremely popular. After this they were used at all of 


E x a m p l e s of elongated coins: California 
cent and MacArthur WW H cent (obverses). 


the famous fairs and expositions held In this country. 
Many of these elongated pieces were made by indi- 
viduals iind organizations, and some have even been 
used for advertising purposes. 


The one I call "The King of Elongated" and which 


is now in the possession of Marine Maj. B. Gill of Al- 
bany, N. Y., is a Hawaiian half-dollar of 1883, which 
was elongated at the Columbian Exposition in Chicago. 


THERE HAVE been many collectors coming Into 


the field in this one specialized phase of numismatics. 


A new bible in this scries has recently been pub- 


lished by Dottie Dow, a Phoenix collector. It is called 
"The Elongated Collector." 


V&lile i( is impossible to have a complete book nf 


this type it still has all the necessary information to 
help one start an adequate collection. 


There is no doubt that many new varieties will 


now be discovered. Look through old button boxes 
and trays and any place where souvenirs of various 
expositions you or your family attended are kept, and 
there is just a chance you will come up with one of 
these interesting items. 


I REMEMBER attending the 1933 World's Fair in 


Chicago; this was during the depression. You could 
have had your own elongated coin made for 6 cents 
Ynu gave the gentleman with the press a nickel—plus 
a cent for his machine—and he would produce an 
elongated 5-cent piece for you immediately. Or, if you 
insisted, he would let you make it yourself.

One such author- 
ity suggests growing azaleas 
in damp Canadian sphagnum 
peat moss with a little bone 
meal mixed in. Plants are 
watered a little two or three 
limes n week and are fed 
cottonseed meal ahout every 
six weeks; a little iron oc- 
casionally when and if (hey 
look tired. 


Potted plants must have 


good drainage and the peat 
must be packed well under 
the p l a n t root ball and 
around it. 


All plants need a semi- 


annual spraying for spider 
mites or red spider infesta- 
tion. This grower also says, 
"Most important of all I talk 
In my plants and give them 
plenty of kind loving care. 
They bloom from January to 
June and the foliage is green 
all year long." 


AZALEAS may be planted 


out any time of the year, 
whether from a pot or tub 
inlo the ground, or repotted 
to a larger container.

tle time, but materials are 
inexpensive. And if you al- 
ready dabble in crafts you 
probably have almost every- 
thing ai hand. You'll need 
a round balloon (a must), 
S a r a n wrap (or other), 
library paste, or your own 
kitchen paste (see recipe), 
paper towels, show card or 
poster paints, brush, clear 
lacquer or shellac (we use 
the spray can), a piece of 


yarcb.w. scraps of wrapping 
paper, some white cloth and 
a bit of absorbent cotton. 


TO MAKE Hie head, in- 


flate the balloon to 4 or 5 
inches, and lie the neck into 
a knot. Cover with Saran 
wrap, fasiening it around 
the knot with scotch tape 
or a rubber hand. Next, tear 
(don't run paper lowel ma- 
terial for the head in about 
one-inch 
strips. 
Paste on 


one paper strip al a time 
and. 
wild paste side down, 


cover the b a l l o o n with 
several thicknesses. Lap one 
piece over another slightly 
for strength. Apply the next 
layer in (he opposite direc- 
tion. Several more 
pieces 


could be pasted on diagon- 
ally. The head should be 
very firm when you let the 
air out of the balloon later. 


NEXT MAKE the nose, 


eyes, eais and chin by using 


pn»i» ft 
SKIP SMUMAN 


mister Balloon Head poses with liis creator, 
who tells how to make him for » happy gift. 


the toweling strips and paste 
crumpled into different sized 
balls —large for the nose, 
smaller for the eyes. Paste 
these in place, f a s t e n i n g 
them to the balloon head by 
criss-crossing strips of the 
paper toweling over them. 
Make the lumps smooth and 
well-attached. Do the same 
to form the ears and chin, 
but wilh this difference- 
fold or crumple the toweling 
strips into rolls. Crisscross 
short lengths of toweling as 
before. Tie a string around 
the knot at the neck of the 
balloon and hang It up to 
dry thoroughly —a day or 
two, at least, and not in the 
oven! 


Cut and sew dress and 


hands or mittens (see pat- 
tern) and stuff mittens with 
cotton. Roll up paper cuffs 
(see pattern), fasten with 
glue or scotch tape and sett- 
er paste inside the mittens. 
Puppet hands will now fit 
like thimbles on the oper- 
ator's 
thumb 
and 
little 


finger. With double thread- 
ed 
needle, 
gather 
dress 


sleeves and sew hands la 
place. 


Make 
I he 
neck 
core, 


which, when fastened to the 
balloon head, will form a 
solid cylinder for the index 
finger. Roll up the paper 
cure (sec pattern) using glue 
and tape. Have the core fit 
the index finger comforta- 
bly. Next, to keep the pup- 
pet's dress from falling off, 
twisl several strips of paper 
toweling, 
wet 
well 
with 


paste, and pi-ess around the 
base of the neck core like a 
rim or collar. Hold this In 
place with short strips of 
toweling. 


NOW if the head is dry. 


undo the knot of the bal- 
loon, or puncture It, letting 
out the air. Carefully pull 
out the biilloon nncTsaran 
wrap. With sharp scissors 
enlarge the small hole In the 
balloon, so the neck core 
will fit into the head. Insert 
i he neck core about an Inch 
and attach it lo (he dry- 
head with strips of toweling 
and paste. This may seem 
awkward, but don't give up. 
Be sure it is strong. Put it 
on lop of the stove to dry. 
making sure the neck will 
drv straight.

J ONDON (UPI)—In the days of good Queen Bess—the 


first Queen Elizabeth—Milton Berle would probably

have made an impression." 


BERLE WAS ADVISED to call her "Your Royal 


Highness" in the future—a point he committed to memory 
for he is one of the few big American stars never to have 
appeared here and, consequently, never to have been 
honored with a command performance from the queen. 
If his ABC-TV series goes well next autumn he may 
come over here during the summer break to do a British 
television special or appear at the night spot, The Talk 
of the Town.

present Is the job of making the new "Milton Berle 
Comedy Hour"—or whatever its final title is—as big a

That NBC program had such impact that the net- 
work offered Berle $100,000 a year for 30 years not to 
appear on any rival chain. 


The contract has been renegotiated so Milton gets

I'M NOT PLANNING a 'new' Idea for ABC," Berle 


said. "That's the trouble with television. Everybody seems 
to think it has always got to have new things. Jokes 
never age—the audience does. So every decade or so you 
can bring the cycle around again and the new audience 
will laugh like the old one did. I just had a call from 
Larry Gelbart who wrote 'A Funny Thing Happened on 
the Way to the Forum.' Do you know the original of 
that was written by Plautus, an ancient Roman? 


"But It broke up audiences in New York and London 


only last year and now it's being produced as a film. 


"So what if some of the jokes are 2,000 years old? 


They were funny then and they're funny again. 


"I haven't met with the writers and directors of my 


show yet but I think I'll do the kind of program I did 
when I first hit big on TV. The audience of today was 
only 10 years old the last time I used the format. It will 
bo wild, hokey slapstick, youthful entertainment with 
guest stars—people like Dave Clark, Petula Clark, the 
Rolling Stones, Wayne Newton and so on. I'll do the 
'Standard Berle,' that is walk on the sides of my shoes, 
get into the acrobatic and singing acts—but you know 
what I mean." 


Berle considers himself a comedian, not a comic. 
"A comic says funny things," he explained. "A 


comedian says things funny."

During my 42 .years in the music business many 


people have given me advice which has helped me In more 
ways than I could recount, but the man who advised me 
to "start talking" probably aided me more than any other 
from a business standpoint 


Back in our early days, while the band was appear- 


ing at a Chicago theater, 
Eddie Weissfeld, who ran 
the Riverside Theater in 
Milwaukee came down to 
see me. After the show, 
he came backstage and 
asked pointedly why I 
hired an emcee. 


"It doesn't 
m a k e 


sense," 
Weissfeld 
said. 


"People come to hear 
lawrcnce Welk and his 
band, ;md Lawrence Welk 
sits in Hie back row and 
plays (he accordion. He 
hires an emcee to do his 
talking for him. 


"You'll never amount 


to anything in this bus- 
iness," he continued, "un- 
til you learn to talk in front of an audience." 


I didn't have time to give it much thought at the 


time because Weissfeld quickly put his advice on a mone- 
tary basis. He offered to pay us twice as much as we 
were getting in Chicago to appear at this Riverside 
Theater in Milwaukee, on the condition that Lawrence 
Welk would talk . . . would be his own emcee. 


While you should never do things just for the money 


you'll make, this offer did serve a purpose for we took 
the job, and I started talking. At first they'd laugh, and 
I didn't know what they were laughing about, but I 
never let it bother me, and for some reason the people 
seemed to like it. 


AS MANY PEOPLE KNOW, 1 was born and grew 


to manhood in the small farm community of Strasburg, 
North Dakota, a community settled by emigrants from 
Germany and middle-European countries. My parents, 
who came from the border country of Alsace-Lorraine, 
spoke German, as did all the older members of the com- 
munity. Even in school I was taught German. 


All of this gave me the accent which was the basis 


for the self-consciousness I felt in my earlier years, the 
self-consciousness which Eddie Weissfeld's advice helped 
me to overcome. 


As I said, many people have given me good advice. 


For example, my parents taught us, my brothers and 
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Soul/lead Cormr Paramount and Dd Amo 


sisters and me, that life was meant to have some hard 
conditions, that by overcoming those conditions you grow. 


Another important lesson I learned in our old-fash- 


ioned school where the Sisters taught me to keep my 
mind on a question until It was solved ... to concentrate. 


Another great piece of advice was given to me by 


a priest who came backstage to visit me one d.iy a long 
time ago. I must have appeared very nervous, worried 
about some band problem. He said. "Don't try to do it 
alone!" 


During the show and afterwards, J kept thinking 


about his words, and the more I thought, the more it 
registered. I came to realize the more we fight a problem, 
the greater the problem seems. When we do the best 
we can, pray a little, somehow we get inlo a different 
vein ol thought, and usually the problems work them- 
selves out smoothly. 


I like to pass on lessons I have learned when I think 


they'll Help others, that's why 1 encourage my boys 
and girls to talk, sometimes force them to talk on the 
show. It is a tendency of musicians to simply play, or 
sing, whichever is their talent. I like lo have them talk. 
It brings out their personalities.

no one had asked before: "Has this child 
l)een 
immunized 
against 
whooping 


cough?" ("I guess," says Irene's mother, 
"everyone had assumed that in this day 
and age everyone has shots.") Told she 
had not, he referred her to the hospital's 
clinic. From there she went to another 
hospital where she was placed in a croup 
bed under a mist tent. Irene is believed 
recovered now. But for a time doctors 
feared the coughing paroxysms caused by 
this preventable disease might have per- 
manently damaged the blood vessels in 
her brain. 


The case of Irene is not unique. 


Literally millions upon millions of other 
American children are victims of an 
inadequate and insufficient health care 
system that pcnali/cs the poor for their 
poverty. In a country with the greatest 
medical resources in the world, where all 
men are supposedly equal and children 
arc esteemed above all, perhaps one- 
third of the nation's young people are in 
grave need of medical care and are not 
getting il. Twenty In 35 million young- 
sters—especially those of preschool age 
—are believed to have serious unmet 
medical needs. 


These arc the findings of an extensive 


PARADE survey that covered Ihc nation 
from coast to coast. In cities and rural 
areas in all parts of the U.S., PARADF 
found children of Ihc less fortunate 
severely shortchanged in matters of 
health. It found private medical re- 
sources beyond the reach of most of these 
families and public ones so crowded, in- 
accessible, hedged with red tape and 
scanty in their service as to be ineffective. 
In some cases the obstacles to good health 
care were so many and so difficult to sur- 
mount that poverty families had just 
given up. 


The 1'AHADK findings arc substanti- 


ated by the federal government. When 
President Johnson's 
Head Start pre- 


school program was launched last sum- 
mer, a physical examination was given 
each child. Even in a country that 
has become inured to statistics, the fig- 
ures provided a jolt. In Boston, for ex- 
ample, nne-third of the children wen- 
found to have serious illnesses or defects 


anil to be in need of immediate care. In 
Jacksonville, Fla., 52 percent of the chil- 
dren were anemic; 45 percent needed 
immediate dental care; 25 percent had 
visual defects. Most of these children 
had not seen a doctor since infancy. 


Similar conditions afllict rural areas 


Mich as Appalachia. National figures 
compiled by the U.S. Children's Bureau 
are also staggering: 10.2 million children 
are in need of eye care, IV^ million have 
untreated hearing impairments, half the 
children in the U.S. arc in need of den- 
ial work and as many as two out of three 
children in poverty areas have never re- 
ceived basic immunization. 


Some of the instances arc appalling. In 


Philadelphia, PARADE visited 5-year-old 
Harry, a winning child who could walk 
only slowly, shuffling his feet, with sup- 
port from a nurse. Harry had contracted 
measles, against which he had never 
been immunised, and then developed en- 
cephalitis, a rare but devastating compli- 
cation. His doctor feared damage to his 
brain might be permanent. 


In Detroit, PARADE was introduced 


to 7-ycar-old Jane. Jane is blind in one 


eye. 
When she was born she had stra- 


bismus—a crossed or lazy eye. If the 
condition had been properly diagnosed 
before she was 3, it could have been cor- 
rected by placing a patch over the good 
eye, which would have forced her to use 
the la?.y one. Instead, Jane used tlie eye 
less and less until it atrophied. PAHADE 
was told IOOO such "one eye-blind" 
children enter Detroit schools every year. 


EBOCATI0ML FAILURES 


To most Americans, of course, cases 


such as those of Harry and Jane should 
traditionally he left to their parents. But 
because of parental poverty or inability 
to cope, the consequences affect the 
whole imputation. Children handicapped 
by poor health may become educational 
failures, are often diagnosed as dull or 
retarded. They grow into adults with 
poor health, become a drain on tax rolls 
and a problem for welfare authorities. A 
case like Irene's, which could have been 
prevented by inoculation, finally cost the 
taxpayers of Cleveland $50 a day for 14 
days. 


Most communities, of course, have an 


elaborate network of services intended 
to provide care for the destitute and the 
"medically indigent" — those who can 
support themselves but cannot afford 
medical care. 


But PARADE found the care provided 


in most of these institutions dismally 
lacking. They arc overcrowded, under- 
staffed, chronically short of equipment 
and money, shot through with paper 
work and "eligibility requirements," 
chillingly ccld and impersonal—even 
frightening. Few have time to give a 
child a thorough examination or to treat 
more than his most obvious symptoms. 
In the Cleveland well-baby clinics, ac- 
cording to director Dr. Ralph Pint/, doc- 
tors can allow only four to six minutes

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examining time per child—including 
disrobing and dressing again. 


Bad as" things arc, officials know 


they are only getting part of the load. 
Many families pass up care rather than 
buck the crowds or put up with "being 
treated like dirt," as one parent puts it. 
Others are not sure how to qualify. "If 
everyone eligible came in here," says one 
official at Cook County, III., Children's 
Hospital, "we'd just blow a fuse." 


Actually the health problems of 


poverty children begin in the womb. 
Many of their conditions stem from 
prematurity and from the fact that their 
mothers had little or no prenatal care. 
In slum areas premature births (which 
cause health problems and may also 
cause mental retardation) 
are three 


times the national average, and the in- 
fant mortality rale, which has been 
dropping elsewhere in the U.S., has been 
rising steadily. Some cities try to provide 
prenatal care through expectant mothers' 
clinics, but these clinks fail to attract 
many slum women. 


CIHC Wfl, FM EXAMPLE 


To comprehend the problem of health 


care for poverty children, you have to 
focus on a single place, like Chicago. 
The 
nation's 
third-largest city 
has 


123,000 families living at or below the 
poverty level. One authority says that 
150,000 of the 450,000 schoolchildren 
are medically indigent. When the Chi- 
cago Head Start program began, 5000 
out of 13,000 children were found in 
need of immediate medical attention. 


To cope with these problems, Chicago 


has a vast array of sen-ices. There arc 
well-baby clinics where infants under 2 
can be brought for checkups. Eight pre- 
school health clinics concentrate on chil- 
dren 2 to 5. Federal and local maternal 
anil infant care programs provide pre- 
natal, postnatal and pcdiatric services. 
There are compulsory physical examina- 
tions for schoolchildren. Cook County 
Children's Hospital, the municipal fa- 
cility, has a vast outpatient department, 
complemented 
by 
those 
at 
private 


hospitals. 


Yet this is not nearly enough to pro- 


vide proper care. Take the situation at 
Cook County Children's Hospital. On a 
typical day the outpatient department is 
flooded with as many as 700 patients. 
They and their parents jam the long 
benches and line the walls of the waiting 
room. Sometimes a mother brings the 
whole family because she has no one to 
"sit" with the other children. Many bring 
lunch, expecting to wait all day. 


When a child's name is called, he 


moves up to the doctor's cubicle and 
stands at the door, so no time will be 
lost when the preceding examination is 
finished. The doctor—there arc usually 
seven, each handling 60 to 80 patients 
a day—gives him about five minutes. 
The doctor does not conduct a complete 
examination and docs not even take a 
routine blood test unless the child "looks" 


anemic. If he needs X rays or other spe- 
cialized examination, he is referred to 
one of 15 specially clinics and told to 
come back another day. Sometimes the 
specialty clinic waiting lists are stagger- 
ingly long. 


"I know quite a few women who don't 


come here unless their kids arc real sick," 
one mother told PARADE. And a staff 
physician declared: "We know there are 
a lot of people who ought to be coming to 
the clinic, but under these conditions 
they won't, and we can't pull them in. 
It's a safe bet they go nowhere." 


PARADE talked to several medically 


indigent families in Chicago. Typical 
was that of Angelo Cortes, a wrecking 
company laborer, who has seven chil- 
dren and takes home $51 a week. The 
Cortes's four-room apartment has no cen- 
tral heat. When PARADE arrived, the two 
youngest children were pale, wan and 
sniffling — They always have colds," 


found 26 percent to be affected by "ad- 
verse conditions." Included were high in- 
cidences of malnutrition and infectious 
disease. The area had scanty public 
health service and few doctors, and this 
was complkated by the fact that many 
were suspicious of hospitals and doctors. 
Perhaps 25 percent of the babies were 
delivered by "granny midwives." 


Even where there were facilities, 


PARADE found them lacking in some 
departments. For instance, there were 
few well-equipped hearing clinics, neu- 
rological or orthopedic clinics. Psychi- 
atric clinics and guidance centers for 
children were rare or nonexistent. 


Facilities that do exist are often de- 


feated by rigamarole and red tape. In 
Philadelphia one boy in need of ortho- 
pedic surgery had to wail 
weeks. 


Meanwhile, he needed a $13 pair of 
orthopedic shoes. The Pennsylvania De- 
partment of Public Assistance could not

their mother said. The 7-ycar-old's body 
was covered with a horrible rash. An 
older girl, her mother said, needed 
glasses. 


Mrs. Cortes had been to Cook County 


Children's Hospital only once. "It is very 
hard to get there, and you wait much too 
long. I am not able to spend a whole day 
to go there," she says. She did not know 
if there was a clinic in her neighborhood, 
and she had never heard of nearby Chil- 
dren's Memorial Hospital. "I only hope 
that none of the children become real 
sick," she says. "I have no one to leave 
with the other children, and we have no 
money for doctors or medicines." 


In rural areas visited by PARADE the 


situation was different hut equally dis- 
tressing. In 14 counties of eastern Ken- 
tucky, the University of Kentucky School 
of Medicine,, with funds provided by the 
U.S. Public Health Service, recently ex 
amined 5437 children. The survey 


authorize such an outlay. So a case- 
worker phoned the Western Association 
of Ladies for the Relief and Employ- 
ment of the Poor. The executive secre- 
tary was on vacation. Next he tried the 
Philadelphia 
Philanthropic 
League. 


Their aid requests were booked several 
months ahead. The Baby Welfare Asso- 
ciation couldn't help because the child 
wasn't in a hospital. The Society for 
Crippled Children and Adults said their 
funds were exhausted. Finally, 
12 


phone calls later, the caseworker was 
able to get the $13 from the Travelers 
Aid Society. 


Some delays arc even worse. A recent 


report from the Gales Eye Clinic in 
Washington, IXC., listed a backlog of 
1190 children. In New York a child- 
care station in a slum area reported il 
was 10 weeks behind in handling exam- 
inations of ncwborns. 


In some cases the screening of chil- 


dren at hospitals is effective but the 
follow up of "no-shows" is nonexistent. 
Dr. W. B. Omans of Philadelphia Gen 
eral Hospital recalls one girl with asthma 
who missed 39 days of school last year. 
The school medical service referred her 
to Philadelphia General. She came only 
once. The school authorities apparently 
had made no attempt to follow up fur- 
ther. "She'll miss more school this year," 
Dr. Omans says. 


Many school health programs, in fact, 


arc considered a waste of time by public 
health authorities, since they leave it up 
to parents to obtain treatment for con- 
ditions discovered. If the parent docs 
nothing, neither does the school. In some 
cases the same conditions are recorded 
on a child's health record year after year. 


"NO ONE EVEN NOTICEI" 


Public health authorities also say 


schools are seldom diligent enough in 
observing children's health problems. In 
Detroit one pediatrician cited the case of 
two young girls who died last year in 
Children's Hospital. They had been 
systematically starved to death by a psy- 
chotic mother. "They went to school 
every day," the pediatrician says bitterly, 
"and no one even noticed." 


Even if poverty families wanted to 


obtain private care for their children 
and could afford it, they would find little 
available in their neighborhoods. While 
the number of pediatricians has been in- 
creasing, Dr. Julius Richmond, national 
director of Head Start, points out that 
most have been settling in the suburbs. 
In desperation many poor people now 
bring their children to hospital emer- 
gency rooms. Dr. E. Richard Weinerman 
of Yale-New Haven Hospital, New 
Haven, Conn., recently reported that 
one-third of emergency room patients 
were under 14 and that few of them had 
personal physicians. 


What can be done to solve the health 


problems of the poor? President John- 
son's war on poverty has already taken 
some first steps. Under a littlc-knuwn 
section of the Medicare bill, the U.S. 
Children's Bureau has $185 million for 
special project grants to communities 
wishing to upgrade their children's 
health sen-ires. A 1963 maternal and 
child health and mental retardation 
act helps local health departments to 
provide better services for mothers and 
infants in slum areas. Title 19 of the 
Social Security law, a new amendment, 
will help give free or low-cost medical 
care to any person who will sign a simple 
affidavit of economic need. 


A number of local projects are attack- 


ing pieces of the problem. Cleveland 
Metropolitan Hospital, for instance, has 
set up a "satellite clinic" in a slum area 
to overcome the complaint that treat- 
ment centers arc too far from where the 
poor live. Dvlroit, with the cooperation 
nf the University of Detroit School ol 
Dentistry, IMS begun a "Total Action 
Against Poverty" dental care program

which hopes to be a model in this 
neglected area of health care. Philadel- 
phia has set up and steadily strengthened 
a vast school health program, which in- 
cludes not only across-the-board physical 
examinations but a reasonably good fol- 
lowup program as well. 


One of the best and broadest health 


programs is in the pilot project stage al 
St. Vincent's Hospital, New York City. 
The hospital has begun taking families 
as a unit, handling all health problems in 
a central clinic. No eases arc referred to 
specialty departments unless they are 
highly unusual. "All sorts of good things 
have happened," 
says Dr. Alnnzo S.

With little waiting and few 
technicalities, people now turn up fur 
appointments, get speedy care and I 
hospital itself is able 10 act more cHi- 
ciently. 


FAMILY CARE CENTERS 


Detroit has taken the first steps lowan 


a revolutionary, neighborhood-cenlerei 
program to provide complete medical 
and social services to all ages in slum 
areas. It would operate through a chain 
of "family care centers" in which would 
be consolidated outpatient, inpatient anil 
emergency room facilities in a single 
building, as well as welfare, cultural anil 
recreational facilities. Detroit Health 
Department officials think the centers 
could, at lirst, be located in schools. 
There would be one for every 100,000 
people, and each center would be able to 
lake up to 400,000 visits a year. Detroit 
is trying for federal funds, meanwhile 
has allocated $1.1 million of its own 
money. 


None of these programs, however, is 


more than a partial answer to getting bel- 
ter health care for poor people. And 
I'ARADF.'s reporters established —- and 
experts agreed—that there arc no easy 
steps that can be taken to improve things. 
What is really needed is a total approach 
involving more than health care. Until 
Americans in slum areas have bettor diets 
and better housing—which means better 
incomes—no amount of improved medi- 
cal care is going to help very much. 


Nonetheless some steps could he taken 


in the meantime. Some system of broad 
community health centers like those pro 
posed in Detroit could be established on 
a much wider scale. The federal govern- 
ment could provide more funds for more 
and bigger local projects, such as the ma- 
ternal and child health programs now 
underway 
and 
the 
Hill-Burton 
Act 


grants, which help build and outfit new 
hospitals and facilities. Hospitals and 
local health departments should gel 
funds to pay better salaries and Iniilil

more and better outpatient facilities, 
which is where the main pressure is felt. 


One program which experts agree is 


badly needed is a -much-expanded pro- 
gram of training for doctors, nurses and 
other medical personnel. These authori- 
ties point out thai the continuing short- 
age of medical school graduates hurts 
slum areas. "Where is the great medical 
profession?" one Cleveland public health 
official asked rhetorically. "Out in the 
suburbs, where the high-paying patients 


are." 
Some sort of system of incentives 


is needed, some experts say, to persuade 
new doctors to practice in poverty areas. 
The same system should be applied to 
nurses and technicians. These experts 
also say that a new category of medi- 
cal personnel must be instituted — a 
paramedical person who could give shots 
and treat routine ailments and injuries, 
somewhat like a medical corpsman in 
the Army. 


More leadership, loo, is needed from 


the medical profession, and public hos- 
pitals must overcome the view expressed 
to PARADE by a director in Cleveland: 
"We're not here to be in competition 
with the private physician or private 
hospital. We're not out to take their pa- 
tients away from them." 


Needed even more, however, is an 


advance that involves the entire Ameri- 
can public and requires a change of heart 
hy all of us. Everyone must make it his 
business to see that the children of the 
poor gel medical care as good as the rest 
of us and that the system of one kind of 
care for the |wor and another for the 
rich is abolished from America.

them with a whiplash tongue, intrudes 
on their private lives without apology, 
demands their lotal loyalty and utmost 
devotion. Indeed, there is only one man 
outside his staff whom the President 
pushes harder, and that man is Lyndon 
B.Johnson. 


But if the President is a slavcdrivcr.he 


is a benevolent one. For he also over- 
whelms his staff with warmth, over- 
powers them with generosity and treats 
them with a tenderness that is positively 
paternal. He invites them for intimate 
swims and repasts, includes them at 
While Mouse parties and flics them down 
to the LBJ Ranch for homey weekends. 
And he is perfectly capable of crying 
genuine tears over their sorrows. 


In his pursuit of greatness, however, 


President Johnson spares no one. He has 
a Caesar-size lx>ss complex that brooks 
no insubordination. Behind his desk, he 
scribbles terse commands on staff papers 
or barks orders into the ozone, pushing 
buttons to direct his voice to the right 
assistants. Out of the air come subservi- 
ent replies—usually,"Ycs, Mr.Prcsident," 


He speaks to his subordinates like a 


Texan talking to a Rhode Islander. His 
voice is quiet, but when the volcano in- 
side him is disturbed he can raise it to a 
terrible crescendo. Then he will berate 
anyone within bomb burst of his voice, 
letting epithets and accusations fly like 
shrapnel. Some of his derogatory expres- 
sions would singe innocent ears. It is said 
that he keeps the doors to his oval sanctu- 
ary and outer offices closed—contrary to 
the late President Kennedy's open-door 
policy—less to protect his privacy than to 
provide insulation for his outbursts. 


OUT OF WRATH'S WAY 


Understandably, his aides arc more 


than a little gun-shy of his voice. Yet the 
President denies most plaintively that he 
intimidates them. He complained re- 
cently to newsmen: "Now won't you all 
quit writing these stories, 'Won't anybody 
say no to LBJ?' because I have more peo- 
ple running around here saying no." It 
is true that he seeks their opinions and 
encourages their dissents. He will listen 
to any suggestion that might help achieve 
a consensus. But once he has made up 
his mind, consensus means the LBJ way. 


For awhile, until it caused some em- 


barrassing publicity, he even kept his 
staff under surveillance. While House 


switchboard operators logged every 
phone call and chauffeurs recorded every 
place siaff members were driven. Though 
these telephone and limousine checks 
weren't initiated to enforce economy, as 
press secretary Bill Moyers blandly sug- 
gested, neither was the espionage system 
established for any sordid purpose. The 
President didn't mean to snoop on his 
aides, say insiders; he merely wanted to 
watch benevolently over their shoulders. 
He likes to control White House activity 
down to the most trivial detail. 


The President's immediate staff in- 


cludes 290 workers shochorned into the 
White House west wing. Across the park- 
ing lot in the old, rococo Executive Office 
Building are another 1365 workers. The 
lights in both buildings burn late into the 
night, despite the President's penchant 
for electrical economy. It is not uncom- 
mon for him to poke his head into ran- 
dom offices late at night. If he finds 
people working at 10 P.M., say, he will 
smile with satisfaction or make an ap- 
proving comment. It seldom occurs to 
him to apologize for keeping them away 
from their families. Indeed, when family 
obligations interrupted the output of a 
couple of staff members, he grumbled to

Vice President Humphrey: "Whut I need 
arc more bachelors." 


Aides know instinctively when the 


phone rings at 7 A.M. that it must be the 
President. They aren't safe from his 
phone calls even while commuting; he 
makes frequent use of the two-way radios 
in White House limousines. And they 
have learned not to accept luncheon ap- 
pointments outside the White House. 
"They don't sit around at Paul Young's 
[restaurant] drinking whiskey," 
says 


LBJ happily. 


The subordinate who isn't immediate- 


ly available when the President phones 
is sure to hear about it. Budget director 
Kcrmit Cordon made the mistake, for 
instance, of attending a concert one eve- 
ning when the President tried to reach 
him. Next morning, LBJ greeted Gordon 
with a sarcastic "Well, playboy, did you 
have a good time last night?" 


Curiously, those closest In the Presi- 


dent tnke the most abuse from him. "It's 
a mark of intimacy to be cmsed out by 
him," explains an aide. By this index, 
assistants Jack Valenli, George Reedy and 
Marvin Watson arc on the most intimate 
terms with the President. 


While the rumpled Reedy was press 


secretary, he was fried on the Presiden- 
tial pan almost daily. The President 
seemed to blame him personally for 
every unfavorable reference that slipped 
into the newspapers. After Recdy's daily 
press briefings, LBJ would read the tran- 
script with hot eyes, then berate Reedy 
for the slightest slip. 


His angriest outbursts were often over 


the most trivial matters. Once he was ex- 
pecting to read a message before the TV 
cameras. For technical reasons the new 
TV room couldn't be used that day, so 
Reedy arranged the filming in the cabinet 
room. When the President was told about 
the switch, lie never gave Reedy a chance 
to explain. "You stupid 
!!!" ex- 


ploded Johnson. "Why do we spend 
money on a TV room if we're not going 
to use it?" Ferociously, he ordered Reedy 
to rearrange the session in the TV room. 
Not until he ran out of steam and Reedy 
had departed wordlessly did the Presi- 
dent learn that the TV room was out of 
order. Without apology, he stomped off 
to the cabinet room. 


THE FM AND DEAR 


When Reedy finally limped out of the 


press secretary's office with an ailing foot, 
he was consigned mercifully to an office 
remote from the Presidential wrath. His 
successor, Bill Movers, received gentler 
treatment. His placid personality seems 
to have a miraculously subduing effect on 
the President. Moycrs consoles other 
aides by reminding them softly: "The 
President has great faults, but he also has 
great virtues." 


Meanwhile, Reedy has been replaced 


as LBJ's favorite whipping boy by the 
dapper and diminutive Valcnti. The poor 
man never knows when he may step into 
a Presidential windstorm. Once he was 
roundly berated over a malfunctioning 
doorknob. 
Another time, die President 


barged into Valenti's office and found 
him on the phone. "For Chrissakc," bel- 
lowed the President, "do you spend all 
day on the phone?" Again, when Valenti 
look three minutes to respond to a Presi- 
dential summons, Johnson shouted in 
front of visitors: "Where the hcll've you 
been?" Valenti said he had stepped out a 
moment for coffee. "How many times 
have I got to tell you," thundered the 
President, "not to leave your office with- 
out telling me where you're going?" 


LBJ's humor can be as scathing as his 


wrath. One time, Valenti slipped into a 
cabinet meeting to whisper a message to 
the President, who elaborately halted the 
meeting, turned toward Valcnti and, in 
front of the entire cabinet, proclaimed 


LBJ thoughtfully invited the girls in his office to the reception for Princess Margaret. 
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jovially: "You look lilt? a man who had 
just cheated on his wife." The flustered 
aide retreated in embarrassed confusion. 


Yet most often, the President treats 


Valenti with all the warmth and affection 
a father might show for a son. He fre- 
quently invites Valenti and his wife, 
Mary- Margaret, to the White House for 
intimate family dinners. After church, 
lie likes to drop by their home to romp 
with 
their 
2-year-old 
daughter, 


Courtenay. 


He is reserved with aides not close 


to him personally. There is 
respect but little love, for ex- 
ample, between Johnson and 
r~~— 


Let anyone on his staff get sick, and he 


not only sends flowers but takes time out 
from world affairs to place a solicitous 
phone call. Other times, he may impul- 
sively invite a staff member in, pull out 
a drawer full of gifts and invite him to 
help himself. 


One aide describes the President as 


"multiphrcnic," a man of many personal- 
ities crowded into one complex being. 
He can be domineering, demanding, cal- 
lous, cantankerous, impatient, vain and 
shortsighted. He can also be compassion- 


ate, sensitive, humble, thoughtful and 
foresightcd. Above all, he is unpredicta- 
ble, a man of many moods. 


He likes to deal with his aides sepa- 


rately. (He has held only three staff 
meetings since he became President.) 
He expects them to digest each problem, 
then summarize it in a short, punchy, 
no words wasted memo. At the bottom, 
they usually write "Approved" and "Dis- 
approved" with a space opposite each 
word for him to check his verdict. 


But most of all, the President expects 


them to submerge their ambitions, swal- 
low their ego and maintain strict ano- 
nymity. He delights in telling them how 
Franklin D. Roosevelt once called him 
down for getting his name in the paper. 


Result: Aides will never discuss the 


President, except in the strictest of con- 
fidence with someone they trust. On 
those seldom and secretive occasions, 
they almost certainly will agree that Lyn- 
don B. Johnson is the most difficult, the 
most demanding, but the most devoTcd 
boss in America. 


Kennedy holdovers. He tried 
to thaw this New England 
chill by inviting them, as he 
put it, "to break bread" with 
him. They were asked sepa- 
rately, along with their wives, 
to join him for what most re- 
member as a remarkably inti- 
mate ttte-a-tiu. 


Of all the Kennedy hold- 


overs, die President became 
closest to Larry O'Brien, who 
later moved up to Postmaster- 
General. Once the President 
scolded him gently for waiting 
until the next morning to 
phone in the results of a back- 
room legislative knockdown 
that lasted most of the night. 
"Next time wake me up," said 
LBJ. "I want to bleed with 
you." 


But most of the Kennedy 


croud has never warmed up 
to him; he has treated them, 
in turn, both with more cool- 
ness and more courtesy than 
he accords his intimates. This 
doesn't stop him from snap- 
ping at them occasionally. 


The crisp McGcorgcBundy, 


who had been accustomed to 
barging in oh President Ken- 
nedy, was quickly broken out 
of the habit by President 
Johnson. Once Bundy had an 
urgent cable to show the Presi- 
dent and poked his head in 
the oval office while Johnson 
was conferring with Ambassa- 
dor Henry Cabot Lodge. "God- 
daimnit, Bundy," sizzled the 
President, "I've told you that 
when I want you, I'll call you." 


The President is more con- 


siderate of the girls in his of- 
fice only in the choice of lan- 
guage he uses to rebuke them. 
He has driven them to tears 
more than once, but he has 
also treated them with rare 
tlioughtfulncss. He under- 
stood,, for example, how 
thrilled his secretaries would 
be to meet Britain's Princess 
Margaret. S<> he invited them 
to the White House dinner in 
her honor, the most glittering 
social event of last year.

Swiss batiks are filled with 
millions of dollars ac- 
quired by thrifty dic- 
tators. Cuba's Batista, 
Ghana's Nkrumah, Dominicans' 
Truj illo--many others 
reportedly looted their 
countries, deposited their 
treasure in numbered Swiss 
bank accounts for the 
inevitable rainy day when 
their regimes would be 
overthrown. A recent inves- 
tigation by Indonesian 
military officers reveals 
that 25 of Sukarno's lead- 
ing officials deposited 
?900 million overseas in 
the past 20 years, one 
minister alone depositing 
$300 million. The London 
Sunday Times reports: 


•These figures do not in- 
clude what one Army officer 
called the'enormous for- 
tune' accumulated by 
Sukarno himself.* One of 
the most amazing aspects 
of the confusion now 
underway in Indonesia 
involves Sukarno's beauti- 
ful Japanese wife (Ho. 4) 
Ratna Sari-Dewl. She has 
appointed herself mediator 
between General Suharto 
and her husband, constantly 
occupies the political 
limelight by explaining to 
the press that she is 
trying desperately to 
persuade her husband that 
he must reconcile himself 
to the fact that the age 
of Sukarno in Indonesia 
has passed.

SMUGGLING RING. Police m 
Brazil accuse Americans of 
organizing one of the most 
incredible smuggling rings 
of all time. According to 
Gen. Riograndlno Kruel, 
Brazilian chief of secu- 
rity, a group of Americans 
have been mining valuable 
industrial metals in the 
interior of Brazil, then 
flying them to the U.S. in 
a fleet of six converted 
B-26 bombers. He has 
arrested the following 
Americans: Ralph Dial, a 
geologist and president of 
Dial, inc., a metal trading 
company in Oklahoma City; 
Sam Sexton, a lawyer; 
Joe Truhill, a chemist; and 
Joe McCutchin, a pilot. 
They are charged with 
illegally exporting 5909 
pounds of ore containing 
tantalum, used widely in 
electronics. General Kruel 
says two of the Americans 
bought land and carried out 
vast mining operations in 
the Brazilian interior 
under the pretext of 
setting up model farms. 


After flying out the valu- 
able ores by way of a chain 
of 37 secret airfields in 
Brazil, Surinam, Guadalupe 
and the southern United 
States, they would load up 
the planes with whiskey, 
transistor radios, ciga- 
rettes, dispose of these 
in Brazil at huge profits. 
The scandal was exposed 
when a B-26 landed at 
Brasilia airport without 
proper papers. Customs 
officials examined the 
plane and discovered a 
complete laboratory for 
analyzing ores. The four 
Americans thus far arrested 
claim they were simply 
shipping out ores and doing 
nothing illegal. But the 
Brazilian police insist 
they were operating a 
mining industry of vast 
scale. Details of the 
scandal have made headlines 
on the front pages of the 
Brazilian press, have 
already endangered the 
Castelo Branco government, 
and have set off a new wave 
of.anti-American feeling. 


WORLD MAIL ORDER. American 
mail order department 
stores are invading the 
European market. Sears, 
largest in the world, plans 
to set up shop In Great 
Britain soon. The arrival 
of the giant firm and its 
1700-page catalog is going 
to panic French mail order 
societies. Sears already 
does 80 times more business 
than her nearest French 
competitor, La Redoute. 
The Singer Corporation has 
just absorbed the third- 
largest German mail order 
firm, Friedrich 'Schwab. 
The Singer activities range 
from manufacture of sewing 
machines to electric 
appliances. Last year 
Singer sold 50% of all the 
sewing machines bought in 
France. There is no doubt 
about the trend: Europe is 
rapidly becoming Ameri- 
canized as U.S. business 
moves in everywhere.
